Plenty of Stores for Brood 
Rearing Important. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 
The object of all manipulations of 
bees during the spring should he the 
securing of the largest possible force 
of workers at the beginning of the 
main honey flow. 
The most Important thing is plen­ 
ty of stores for brood rearing, because 
it takes a frame of honey to raise J 
frame of brood. 
Consequently, every 
colony should have at least forty-live 
pounds of honey in the hive. This 
should be given in the form of sugar 
sirup made by boiling together two 
pounds of water to one purl of sugar. 
If frames of honey have been saved 
from the year before, they muke the 
best feed. 
All weak, queenless colonies should 
be united with strong colonies. 
Do 
not unite two weak colonies at this 
time of the year. 
To unite, place the 
weak colony on the strong with a 
new spaper'between. Punch a few small 
holes In the paper and they will unit'* 
with the loss of no bees. 
Remember to give your queen plenty 
of room for brood rearing. 
Many 
good 
queens 
become 
honey 
bound. 
Avoid this by putting on un extra iii\o 
body as soon as five frames have some 
brood in them.—Newton Hoggs. Deputy 
Bee Inspector, Colorado Agricultural 
college.

Amount of Manure to Be 
Applied for Coni Varies 
The amount of barnyard manure to 
he applied for effective and economical 
results with a crop of corn varies con­ 
siderably, depending not only on the 
crop hut on the soil, the condition of 
the manure, and several other factor:-. 
Five tons to the acre is a very light 
dressing, twelve to fifteen tons a me­ 
dium dressing, and twenty to twenty- 
live tons a very heavy dressing for an 
ordinary* 
aoli. 
Experiment* 
have 
: bown that under average ’corn-helt 
condition* corn in a rotation includ­ 
ing a legume requires more stable m a­ 
nure than it is usually practieaFto ap­ 
ply lf the fertility of the soil Is to be 
maintained. 
The 
application 
of 
a 
phosphatic 
fertilizer 
in 
connection 
with tile manure Is necessary. 
The 
application of a commercial fertiliser 
containing potash is also usually ad­ 
visable. 
The rotation can usually be 
so arranged as to provide nitrogen 
through th** use of suitable legumes. 


Eggs of High Fertility 
From Mature Fowls Only 
Eggs of high fertility and hatchable 
ity are obtained only from healthy, 
vigorous, 
m ature 
breeding 
stock. 
Where young stock is to be used, on.; 
cockerels 
and 
pullets 
that 
have 
reached maturity and were hatched 
before June I, should be selected for 
the breeding pens. 
When available, 
old birds are always preferred for th 
production of hatching eggs. 
Bit' * 
that have recovered from serious db 
case of any kind should net he used 
in the breeding pens. 
The vigor of 
males and females influence* the fer­ 
tility and hatehabiiity more than any­ 
thing else. 
If the weather is cot 
gather the eggs four or live times dab 
and pluce them in the cellar or bas 
meat where the temperature rang* 
from 40 to 65 degre-s. 
Save only the 
mediumsized clean eggs, free f o 
wrinkles or cracks.

qualify to a reasonable standard for 
hatching purposes.

Thousands of pounds’ worth of gold 
and silver are saved each year I rum 
dirty water which would otherwise 
pass into the sewers. 
Wherever business Is conducted on 
a large scale, and more particularly 
where articles of commerce are turned 
out on the mass production system, 
the control of waste is a vital part of 
organization. 
This Is especially the 
case Where the raw m aterials used 
are precious metals. 
In factories producing gold and sil­ 
ver articles,-such as* jewelry, gel : 
rimmed eyeglasses and so on, minute 
portions of the metals become at­ 
tached to the hands of the workers. 
Special 
arrangements 
are 
therefore 
necessary to prevent the loss of these 
minute particles, which aggregate to 
large values in the course of a year. 
Where gold Is concerned, the wash­ 
basin is the trap used. 
All the work­ 
ers wash In special basins, the dirty 
water from which is stored and treat­ 
ed. 
The gold,/being heavier than 
water, sinks to the bottom, the w ater 
above It being drained off periodically 
Tile accumulated sludge is sent to the 
refiners, who extract the gold and pay 
for it. 
Large sums are also saved in photo­ 
graphic workrooms by rescuing the sil­ 
ver which escapes from plates and 
films and photographic papers during 
the process of development. 
> 
The hypo in the fixing bath dissolves 
out the unused silver. 
When the bath 
becomes exhausted and dirty. Instead 
of going down the sewer It is run into 
tubs Into which a chemical is thrown. 
The silver falls to the bottom. 
Tile 
w ater Is then run off and more ex­ 
hausted hypo Is added, the precipitat­ 
ing process being repeated, and so on 
until the tub Is nearly full of sludge.
